The New School Bill. 


Epitor Staxparp:—I notice in your report 
of the proceedings of the Legislative Assemb- 
ly, in respect to the School Bill, that an im- 
portant amendment was carried 1p Committee 
restricting the appointment of a Superinten- 
dant, to a teacher of at least five years stand. 
ing. Now, as one who bus given much time 
and consideration to the subject of education 
in this Colony, I can safely state that the 
amended clause is much too restrictive to 
allow of the best selection, so far ag this 
Province is concerned, awd that unless great 
care be given to this “ppointment, this Bill, 
like its predecessors, will be very liable to 
fuilure, There should be no personal 
favoritism, and every latitude should be given 
to the appointing; power, so that the function- 
ary on whom will devolve the responsibility 
of making free scbools in British Columbia 
both popular and efficient, may in every way 
‘tbe equal to the occasion,” It) would be 
difficult for you, Mr. Editor, to point out any 
gentleman now in the Province, who has any 
practical experience in the working of the 
school law existing in Ontario, knowing as 
you do, that the present system is essentially 
different, not only in the qualification of 
teachers, but in the conduct of schools, from 
that in vogue ten or twelve years ago. Ifthe 
Government-were to apply to the present 
Superintendent of Education, (Mr, Ryerson,) 
in Ontario,—the father of the Canadian 
school system,—for his recommendation of a 
good man of modern capabilities and exper- 
ience, that, I believe, would be a step in the 
right direction.
